Almost Dead Level on The 
Western Slope. 

Vancouver, B.C.—Across the Rock- 
les at. Yellowhead Pass and over Al- 
breada Summit, separating the water- 
sheds of the south fork of the Fraser 
river apd the North Thompson, the 
Canadian Northern railroad has se- 
cured lower grades than those pos- 
sessed by any other trans-continental 
railway in Canada or the United Stat- 


oe rnis is the main feature contain- 
ed in a report submitted to Tv.” H. 
White, chief engineer of the Macken- 
zie-Mann system, by W. I. Bassett, 
who was in charge of the engineering 
party engaged on perinanent location 
in that region during the past nine 
months. Mr. Bassett reached the 
city after a roundabout trip vja Ed- 
monton. . 

According to the report of Mr. Bas- 
gett, ‘the line west from Yellow Head 
Pass down the western slope of the 
Rockies to Cranberry, Lake, a distance 
of 50 miles, will have a maximum 
grade of 7-10 of 1 per cent.
